esque is by means 
of the water-wheel 
wpi^h

where the land to be 
watered is weJJ pooxe 
thp channel of 


the river. Thewheel is' turned by the 
force of the current and. is 'perhaps 
thirty feet high. Its buckets being 
sections of bamboo which as they are 
raised 
by the stately motion of the 


irrigation, na.vortjieless, is practiced 


to a considerable 
extent through the 


use of tho waters of tho Grand Canal 
and by wells. The Grand or Imperial 
Canal is a work of groat magnitude. 
Itwas constructed in tho 7th century 
and enlarged in tho 10th century.

tho Great Plain and Hows 


withbut slight current for a distance 
of 700 miles. 
Whilo builtfor purposes 


ofcommunication its waters 
are used 


largely forirrigationand thousands 
of 


dr|iua j*nd creeks havo been made to 
connect 
with,it along its route. 


antiquated Methods. 


Tho rivers of China are her glory 


and 
there are 
few countries iti tho 


worldso well watered and nono with 
such splendid natural water transpor- 
tation facilities. 
The 
three 
great 


rivers of the Empire are the Yang-tse- 
Kiang (Child of the Ocean,) the Hoang 
Ho (Yellow River) and tho Chu Kiang 
Pearl River' or Canton River.)';' Of 
these tho Yangr-tso Kiangis much the 
largest, flowingthrough extensive and 
fertile plains and finally emptying into 
the Eastern 
Sea, 
after traversing a 


distance of 2,000 miles. Its discharge 
is estimated at one millioncubic feet 
per second. 
The banks of tho Yang- 


taz are crowded with towns and vil- 
lages, the most 
famous of which are 


Nankin 
and the new treaty pprt of 


Haukow.. Tho Iloanlf Ho or' Yojlpw 
river is n<Jt?d especially for Its fre- 
quent and violent tloods. Its current 
is very rapid and its course sinuous, 
nearly approaching inlength the Yang- 
tsz. 
Tho Pearl or Canton river whilo 


not nearly so large as the- others, ;Is* a 
stream of great importance and innum- 
erable) 
vessels 
trade upon its waters. 


At some points it spreads into large 
lakes; in others it passes between nar- 
row gorges which ifdammed would af- 
fordlargo storage capacity 
for irriga- 


tion. Tho Chinese, however, hayo not 
practically worked out irrigationin its 
different phases as completely as would 
be expected 
of such an agricultural 


pepple. 


GREAT RIVERS. 


Itmay not be generally known that 


tho Chinese were the discoverer of coal 
as a fuel. The Venetian traveler Marco 
Polo tays, "Itis a fact that allover the 
country of Cathay (China) there is a 
kind of black stone existing inthe beds 
of tbo mountains which thoy dig out 
and burn like firewood. 
This stone 


burns better and cos^ts less." 


The most wonderful 
feature in the 


physical geography ofChina is the ex- 
istence of a vast region of looss in this 
portion of the Empire. 
Loess is a very 


solid but friable canh, 
brownish yel- 


lowin color and is found inmany places 
from 500 to 1000 feet deep. 
The loess 


hills rise in terraces from20 to several 
hundred feet in height.. Every atom 
of loess is perforated by small tubes 
after tbe banner 
of. root fibres, only 


the direction of those littlechannels 
is 


always fromabovo downward so that 
cleavage lothe loess mass is invariably 
vertical. The loess region of'China is 
perhaps the most broken country in 
the world,' withits sheer cliffs,and up- 
right 
walls, torraces 
and 
deep 
cut 


ravines. 
Owing to thoease with which 
it can be worked, caves made at the 
bases of straight cliffs,"affordhomes to 
millionsof people in the densely popu- 
lated northern 
provinces 
where the 


Boxers have thus far been most active. 
Whole villages cluster 
together 
in 


carved out chambers, 
some of which 


extend back more than 200 .feet. -The 
capabilities of defense ina country such 
as this, where an invading army must 
necessarily become lost and absolutely 
bewildered in the tangle of interlacing 
ways .and 
where the defenders 
may 


always remain concealed or have in- 
numerable means of escape is peculiar- 
lysignificant at this time when consid- 
eration is being given to a conquest of 
China. 


OF STRATEGICAL IMPORTANCE. 


The Great Plain itself is one of the 


most wonderful sections of the globe. 
It is about 
TOO miles in length 
and 


varies from200. to 400 miles in width, 
occupying the northeastern 
part of the 


empire, 'and containing over 
200,000 


square miles of wonderfully fertile soil. 
Tbe 
most interesting feature of this 


plain is its enormous 
population 
as it 


supports, 
according 
to the census 
of 


1812, not less than 
177 million human 


beings, 
making it the uiost 
densely 


settled of any part of the world of the 
same size, itsinhabitants amounting to 
nearly two-thirds of the entire popula- 
tionof Europe. 


Although the vast mobs whichinfest 


Pekin and the larger cities of China, 
worked, up to a state of frenzy and 
fanaticism, 
have rendered 
impossible 


any satisfactory 
action by the avail- 


able forces of the Powens, 
the great 


Chinese population proper is agricul- 
tural and naturally extremely peaceful 
and peace-loving. 
Agriculture, 
how- 
over, is most primitive and the wonder 
is how such an immense population can 
be supported from the soil, until the 
great economy practiced in all things 
is understood. 
On the Great Plain of 


China, every available foot of land ia 
utilized for. growing somethi^ 
and 


evory particle of fertility returned 
to 


the soil. 
Waters are used 'for irriga- 


tionand inmany cases laboriously dis- 
tributed over the fields.

Amore mixed up state ofhuman af-

"Tundra", not 


being suitable for human habitation, 
the beach is now so thickly covered 
with tents as to preclude any mining 
operations 
unless one mines hie own 


domicile ground. 
Then, too, the pay- 


ing 
portions 
of 
the 
beach 
were 
thoroughly worked over last season 
so 
that what remains is but the tailings, 
which, worked by large plants might 
pay when the multitude have left the 
beach, but is not possible at present. 
Men withrockers aro only making ex- 
penses at best when $hey find room to 
workand many don't make their grub. 
Two ships have landed 
smallpox at 


Nome, and the morning we sailed, two 
new cases of that disease were reported 
by the surgeon of the army post, mak- 
ing13 cases altogether. 


We sailed fromSan Francisco on the 


"Senator" May 14th, callingat Seattle 
Tacoma and Port Towsend. . 


On the first of June 
we entered 
the 


ice floes ofBehring Sea and for.more 
than a week tho "Senator" forced its 
way through vast fields of broken ice, 
from10 to 15 feet thick and extending 
as far as thehorizon inevery direction. 
The ice began to close in on us so tight 
that it was a difficultmatter to get out 
again, and as the supply of coal was 
getting lowthe 
put back to 


Dutch Harbor in the Aleutian. Islands. 
Aftersix days we again- made the at- 
tempt to plough through the icebergs 
and succeeded in reaching Nome on the 
evening of the 14th of June, 
just one 


month out fromSan Francisco.

the vestibule

J The usefulness of the goat ia clearing 
foullands and the profitableness

nuimal for itjhair, skin and even car- 
cass are becoming pretty well .under- 
stood.-. But.the goat is valuable as a 
dairy animal. 


~ If the cows,! for in- 


stance, are being used for supplying a 
city 'milk trade, the keeping of goats 
for the- home milk supply wonld be an 
\u25a0sc-fllent ,policy. ::The goat- will-live 
Wheie.a cow.would starve, and, while 
It,like, every domestic animal, willdo 
best on good pasture,: it will'llye.and 
yield milk on astonishingly little food.| 


The'' animal and its milk are almost 


entirely 
exempt 
from disease. . The 


milkis more nutritious than that of the 
cow and agrees 
with stomachs 
that 


cow's 
milk frequently 
offends. 
The 


animal requires only the cheapest kind 
of shelter, but itneeds shelter from the 
storms and in winter. Ifby reason of 
drought 
soiling is 
necessary, 
leaves; 


vegetable refuse, peelings of the apple 
or potato, bread crusts or stale bread, 
ifthey arc sweet and clean, willbe all 
the feed that is needed. 


All goats, however, willuot cat the 


came food, and the feedor willhave to 
study 
the appetites 
of the Individual 


animal. 
Frequent 
feeding and a va- 


riety of food in winter willbe found 
beneficial. 
Roots, ollmeal, oats, corn 


(of the latter in the whole state the 
goat is very fond), are proper feed, es- 
pecially for the milking goat. 
Rock 


salt is greatly relished. 
The flavor of 


goat's 
milk cannot 
be 
distinguished 


from that of cow's milk if itis proper- 
ly cared for. 
From three to four pints 


a day is the average yield of a good 
milker. 
The milk is so rich and of 


such a character that in making pastry 
It willtake the place of eggs.—Epito- 
raist.
